more truly the born poet. 


But while 
time has 
pronounced 


Shakspeare so much tho greater dra- 
matist that Jonson's reputation has 
seriously suffered because of his con- 
temporary's continued vogue in the 
world, there relative, positions were 
not nearly so far apart in their own 
dajr when both were alive and trying 
to write plays that would bring in 
the. gate i receipts. Jonson was almost 
as prolific a writer as Shakspeare and; 
some of his dramas were immensely 
popular in his day. His reputation for 
learning also gave him prestige aside 
from his work as a p«ct and dra- 
matist. 
It is not pt all unlikely that 


the pedants of that day regarded Jon- 
.=on as a much greater man 
than 


Shakspeare. 


The nineteenth and twentieth cen- 


turies have reversed this verdict, but 
it is not. nbsolutly impossible that 
some later centurj- maj' reverse their 
positions once, more. The seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries did not think 
very highly of Shakspeare. Pepys con- 
sidered him dull and Oarrick dcwrote 
his endings. But whether Jonson ever 
wins a hgher place than Shakspeare 
or not, he is worthy of attention as 
at least next to Shakspeare in the 
Elizabethan era of dramatists.
